olds, wanted as the master 
mind of Britain's Great Train 
Robbery five years ago, was ar- 
rested today in Torquay, a fa- 
vorite holiday resort of British 
millionaires on the south coast. 


Reynolds was named by po- 


lice as the planner of the $7 mil- 
lion mall train robbery on Aug. 
8, 1963. About $1 million of the 
loot has been recovered. 


The capture of Reynolds left 


only Ronald Biggs, a relatively 
m Inor figure in the robbery, still 
at large. Biggs escaped from 
London's Wandsworth Prison in 
July 1965. 


Reynolds, 37, was arrested in 


the 
fashionable 
Babbacombe 


suburb of Torquay, a sedate re- 
sort city on the Cornish Riviera. 


Scotland 
Yard's announce-

South Carolina highway patrol- 
men 
In the deaths of three 


young Negroes shot in what Ne- 
gro leaders call the "Orange- 
burg massacre." 


UJS. Justice Department offi- 


cials had asked for indictments 
against the state troopers, re- 
portedly alleging violations of 
the Negroes' civil rights. 


The exact charges and the 


names of the highway patrol- 
men were not revealed on or- 
ders of U.S. District Judge J. 
Robert Martin, who said the 
families of the men should not 
be subjected to the publicity. 


The 23-mnmber grand jury re- 


turned "no bills" against the 
highway patrolmen after hear- 
ing eight days of testimony 
from law enforcement officers, 
newsmen and Negro students 
present Feb. 8 when the patrol- 
men fired on a crowd of Negro 
students, 
killing 
three and 


wounding 30 others. 


State Negro leaders expressed 


disappointment 
at the grand 


jury decision. Col. P.F. Thomp- 
son, commander of the state 
highway patrol, called it "only 
proper and correct if they ex- 
pect law enforcement officers to 
do their job In South Carolina." 


Mrs. Modjeska Simpkins, a 


Negro leader In Columbia, said 
she was not "sufficiently clear 
on the language of the court in 
dismissing the grand jury . . . 
but I do know that the student 
group was fired upon on their 
own grounds with less hesitancy 
than honorable men would fire 
into a bunch of ferocious dogs." 


She added, "The black people 


of South Carolina will neither 
forgive nor forget this massa- 
cre." 


Dr. Maceo Nance Jr., presi- 


dent of South Carolina State Col- 
lege, said he did not witness the 
shootings on the edge of his 
campus, but "based on the In- 
formation

Thieu's Plan 
May Require 
More Talks

and Hanoi could have whatev- 
er groups It desired Including 
the Viet Cong's National Libera- 
tion Front. 


The U.S.

headed by W. Averell Harriman 
declined comment pending a 
message from Ambassador Ells- 
worth Bunker in Saigon on the 
exact nature of the Tliieu for- 
mula. 


The existing arrangement for 


a broadened Paris parley was 
arduously negotiated with the 
North Vietnamese by the U.S. 
delegation during secret talks 
that led to President Johnson's 
Oct. 31 bomb halt package. 


An attempt to work out a new 


deal with Hanoi— if such is re- 
quired 
to accommodate the 


Thieu formula—could pose diffi- 
cult problems for U.S. negotia- 
tors in view of the existing ar- 
rangement 
already 
carefully 


worked out. 


If, on the otter land, the 


Thleu plan can be accommodat- 
ed by agreement just between 
the 
United States and South 


Vietnam, the allies might be 
able to come to an expanded 
conference without risking a 
package-upsetting renegotiation 
with Hanoi. 


As U.S. officials describe the 


existing U.S.-North Vietnamese 
arrangement for the new round 
of talks, it amounts to a "your 
side our side" formula thatdoes 
not involve recognition of any 
party. 


Woman Hits 
German Chief, 
Sentenced

BERLIN (AP) - A 29*year» 


old woman who has badgered 
West German Chancellor Kurt 
Georg Kiesinger for several 
years was sentenced Thursday 
night to a year in jail for clout- 
ing him tn the eye. 


Mrs. Beate Klarsfeld, a Ger- 


man-born French citizen who 
has a 3*year*old son, said she 
would appeal the sentence. She 
was released from custody. 


"1 did it because Kiesinger is 


a Nazi and because of the mil- 
lions of Jews gassed in Ausch- 
witz by the Nazis, and because 
only a scandal can draw the at- 
tention of the world to this 
fact," she told a news confer- 
ence. 


"If I have to serve the sen- 


tence, I shall do it with a sense 
of honor. So many people lost 
their lives in Auschwitz, I would 
be happy to spend only a few 
months in prison for doing what 
I did," she said. 


Kiesinper was signing auto- 


graphs Thursday at the end of 
the national congress of his 
Christian 
Democratic 
party 


when Mrs. Klarsfeld came up 
behind the chancellor's security 
guards with an old press pass of 
her husband's and slapped him 
when he turned to her. 


"I saw that broad, grinning 


face," she said, "And I thought 
to myself, 'Okay, just let him 
have it,' So then I let fly at him. 
It was simple." 


The slap slightly inflamed 


Kiesinger's left eye. He went on 
signing autographs while party 
secretary Bruno Heck hauled 
Mrs. Klarsfeld away. Later the 
chancellor put on dark glasses 
and gave a short closing speech 
to the convention. 


Kiesinger, 64, joined the Nazi 


party in 1933 when Hitler came 
to power and remained a mem- 
ber until the end of World War 
n. During the war he worked in 
the Foreign Ministry's radio 
propaganda section. 


Mrs. Klarsfeld, whose French 


husband 
lost 
his 
father at 


Auschwitz, began abusing Kie- 
singer for his Nazi past in 1966, 
after he became chancellor. Be- 
cause of her attacks, she lost 
her job as a secretary with the 
French-German youth exchange 
systern. .Later she wrote a.pam- 
phlet "The Truth about Kurt 
Georg Kiesinger" which a Ber- 
lin Jewish committee published.

was dragged from the gallery of

The outcome Is by no means 


certain since a majority of just 
one of the unions could defeat 
the proposal and there is opposi- 
tion.

Pioneer 9 
Spacecraft 
Is in Orbit 
By HOWARD BENEDICT 


AP Aerospace Writer 


CAPE KENNEDY, Flk. (AP) 


— Spacecraft Pioneer 9 today 
rocketed into orbit around the 
sun as a lonely, far-out sentry to 
warn of solar radiation storms 
that could endanger astronauts 
on the moon. 


The three-stage Delta rocket 


also hurled into earth orbit a 
40- pound communications sati- 
lite that will be used as a prac- 
tice target for the 18 stations in 
America's global man-in-space 
tracking network. 


The rocket brilliantly illumi- 


nated the early morning dark- 
ness as it blazed upwards at 
4:46 a.m. with its double pay- 
load. 


Twenty-five minutes later the 


National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration 
reported 
that 


the communications satellite 
had been kicked into an orbit 
more than 200 miles high and 
that Pioneer 9 was in orbit 
about the sun. 


Officials said several hours 


will be required to determine 
the probe's precise path. 


Pioneer 9 was aimed toward 


an elliptical solar orbit from 70 
million to 93 million miles from 
the sun's searing surface. Cki 
this path it would take 298 days 
to complete each orbit. 


The sun-orbiter carried eight 


experiment to 
record ,. and,, 


transmit Information about the 
solar wind, cosmic rays, cosmic 
dust and electric and magnetic 
fields as it zipped on its lone- 
some journey. 


Three earlier Pioneer —6,7 


and 8—still are operating as 
they circle the sun on widely- 
spaced paths. The combination 
of the four probes should give 
physicists the broadest picture 
yet of conditions in Interplane- 
tary space. 


A major assignment is to pro- 


vide advance warning of radia- 
tion that could spill into space 
from solar flares and threaten a 
man-to-the-moon mission. 


The sun presently is entering 


the most active period of its 11- 
year flare cycle and will reach 
peak activity next year 
when 


American astronauts hope to 
land on the moon. 


With enough alert of major 


flares, the moon flights could be 
delayed, or the astronauts could 
alter the path of their spaceship 
in case of an eruption after 
they're under way, 


Several huge flares occurred 


last month during the Apollo 7 
mission, but the astronauts 
were protected by the earth's 
atmosphere and by their space- 
ship, 


In Prague last week, a Czecn- 


oslovakian scientist suggested a 
solar storm might have fore Id a 
premature end to the orbital 
flight of the manned Soyuz 3 
flight, However, there was no 
indication of this from the So- 
viet Union, 


If NASA decides to send Apol« 


jo 8 on a lunar orbit mission in 
December, the three pilots will 
be 
sufficiently 
protected by 


their spacecraft, officials say, 
The danger, they add.

"Maren was always an 


active baby," recalls Janet 
Seidler, the athlete's 5-foot- 
9% m o t h e r . "She loved 
sports, but we had no way 
of even guessing that some 
day she'd grow up (and up 
and up) and make the Olym- 
pic team," 


"We" 
includes Maren's 


father^Walter Seidler, a 6- 
foot-9 former Long Island 
University basketball player. 
Walter is probably the only 
eager ever to be recruited by 
cab. One day, while towering 
over the Brooklyn pavement, 
destiny—in the form of an 
LIU coach—roared up in a 
taxi, did a double-take and 
signed him for a basketball 
scholarship. 


There's another daughter, 


Carol, who is 15 and 6 feet 3. 
She considers herself to be 
nonathletic, having given up 
competitive 
swimming two 


years ago. 


The Seidlers have lived in 


New Jersey the last few 
years, but they're planning a 
December move to Chicago, 
where Papa Seidler recently 
took charge of an urban re- 
newal project. 
There may 


not be many of them, but 
they challenge anyone to say 
they won't be one of Chica- 
go's biggest families. 


Mrs. Seidler, a pretty fair 


tennis and field hockey play- 
er in her day, is now better 
known as something of an 
expert on the care and feed- 
ing of Olympic shot-putters 
and retired basketball play- 
ers and swimmers. 


"There's not much to it," 


she says. "We all love to eat. 
The only problem is knowing 
when to' stop. In addition to 
having a healthy appetite, 
Maren 
also has a sweet 


tooth." 


Back in the days when that 


sweet 
tooth was nothing 


more than a baby bicuspid, 
Walter Seidler worked out 
with the shot, just to keep in 
shape. 


As fate would have It, dad 


took little Muren along on 
hU d a i l y workouts. The 
future Olympian started out 
lugging the shot around in a 
wagon and ended up throw- 
ing it with the kind of author- 
ity that m a d e the senior 
Seidler retire to the sidelines 
to take up coaching. That 
may nmke him something of 
m athletic stage mother, but 
nobody has had the nerve to 
tell him yet. 


Knowing that y o u t h and 


shot-putting don't last for- 
ever, the Seidlers made sure 
their daughter didn't neglect 
hitting the books. As a re- 
sult, Maren's mom likes to 
point out that in addition to 
being a fine athlete, her 
daughter is also a first-rate 
student.

are boys, w h i c h is normal 
enough for a girl of 17. But 
it isn't all that easy, for obvi- 
ous reasons. 


"There aren't that many

Maren passed up college 


this fall to compete in the 
Olympics, so she'll have to 
wait a n o t h e r year before 
starting.

In the meantime, she plans 
to take a few courses, just 
to keep her smarts in shape, 
and keep working out with 
the shot. 


The fact that Maren will

California to compete in pre-

Seidler household saw was 
his daughter heaving the 
metal sphere 48 feet, nine 
inches.

Margarita Gummel, who set 
a world record to win while 
Maren was unplaced, 


"She's done better," ad- 


mits Mrs. Seidler, "but we 
weren't disappointed. It was 
an honor for her to be there. 
Besides, she plans to com- 
pete in four more years, so 
she might get a gold medal 
yet." 


That's a tall order, but at

The present system technical- 


ly Is the same as set up by the 
Founding Fathers in the Consti- 
tution, which provides that the 
president be elected by electors 
chosen by the states. 


The Constitution also provided 


that if no candidate got an Elec- 
toral College majority, the deci- 
sion would be made in the 
House with each state getting 
one vote. 


There had been no serious 


threat of this happening since

Getting back to the seven state- 


wide measures: If you thought 
the Arkansas ballot was tough 
you should be glad you didn't live 
in Louisiana. Tuesday's ballot In 
Louisiana carried 50 proposals 
— correct, 50 — and the Shreve- 
port Times published a marked 
ballot covering all 50. A Louisi- 
anan who lost that marked ballot 
was just a confused hound bump- 
ing around In a swamp on a foggy 
night. 


Our Arkansas ballot was so 


long that The Star had to present 
the precinct report in two tables 
Thursday. Setting up merely one 
table was a long and tedious job 
under the old system of Lino- 
types using hot metal. 
We 


couldn't have handled two in time 
for Thursday's edition. 


But our new offset plant using 


cold type made it easy. 


The tables were set on front- 


office typewriters, waxed onto 
the page paste-up sheets — and 
photographed. That's all there 
was to it - no actual typesetting, 
no proofing, no nothing. 


The system Is never handier- 


than when reporting »n election. 


Sometimes we write 
hard 


things about the Post Office De- 
partment — but on this occasion 
we pay It a tribute. 


Last week I sent off to a tech- 


nical laboratory in New York 
City a mailing tube containing 
irreplaceable negatives and their 
color proof, with a first-class 
letter attached, I was submitting 
to Berkey Teclmical Corp. the 
materials, and data sheet, with 
which our Berkey color separa- 
tor produced the four-color Ice 
Capes page Oct. 22. It represent- 
ed what we considered to be a 
break-through ~ turning out a 
color job on the first run-through 
on the Berkey machine — and we

We had taped the letter secure- 


ly to the tube — and an identical 
shipment had successfully retch-

occasion to send off* third-class 
package with a first-class letter 
attached you take the same pre-

Thleu proposed a new formula

under which the 


Communist side would be led by 
the North Vietnamese. He said 
it could also Include the Nation- 
al Liberation Front, the political 
arm of the Viet Cong.

Thleu's attempt to give his gov- 
ernment the No. 1 place on one 
side of the table while relegat- 
ing the Viet Cong to a secondary 
role on the other.

South Vietnamese people. 


Thleu's proposal was made hi 


an attempt to counter the ad- 
verse reaction In the United 
States and elsewhere to his re- 
fusal to join the Paris peace 
talks this week. President John- 
son, in halting the bombing of 
North Vietnam, proposed that 
the Saigon regime and the NLF 
send representatives to the talks 
without speclficying the status 
they would be accorded. 


Thieu refused because i.« ^aid 


this was opening the door to rec- 
ognition of the NLF, and he 
feared tills would be the first 
step toward a coalition govern- 
ment which the Communists 
eventually would take over. 


Thieu today proposed this for- 


mula for the peace talks: 


"Each party would have only 


one delegation. Our side is the 
victim pf aggresFHu We would 
have representatives "of the 
United States and, If necessary, 
other allied nations." 


He said his government would 


play the leading role on its side 
of the table, while the North 
Vietnamese government would 
lead the other delegation.

dropped 1,500 tons of explosives 
on troop concentrations, base 
camps,.

mand said. 


The B52s bombed about 60 


miles north-northwest of Saigon, 
five miles fr&nt 'he Cambodian 
border. The area Is in War Zone 
C, a longtime Viet Cong strong- 
hold. 


Military spokesmen said that 


infantryman following up B52 
strikes Tuesday 35 miles west of 
Saigon found about 200 enemy 
fortifications were destroyed by 
the Stratofortresses. 


Crews returning from two

their bombs set off 49 secondary 
explosions, Indicating massive 
destruction of enemy munitions 
stockpiles.
